The Planet Mars. 
The g reat sensation in astronomical 
circles at present is the planet Mars, 
says the Farg o Arg us, which is now 
in opposition to the earth; that is to 
say the earth interposes itself directly 
between that planet and the sun. 
Mars is smaller than the earth, its 
diameter being only about one half 
and its volume one-seventh that of 
our g lobe. It moves in an orbit outside 
that of the earth, beiag several million 
miles more distant from the sun; the 
distance now from the earth is only 
about 36,000,000 miles,which is 13,000,- 
000 less thaD when the two planets 
are faretheat apart- It happens that 
Aug ust 7th, was the time of the near­ 
est approch of the two worlds, and 
they will not be close tog ether ag ain 
until the year 1909- But on aceeunt 
of the low southern declination of 
Mars observation from our nothern 
hemisphere (where the larg est tele- 
soepes are) is now diffioult. In 1894 
the planet will be further north, and 
thus iu better position to be seen 
throug h the g reat Lick telescope, al­ 
thoug h not q uite so near, so that there 
will be plenty of time for careful ob­ 
servation. Mars is supposed to be 
more like the earth than any of the 
other heavenly bodies; that is, it has 
continents, seas, an atmosphere and 
clouds, but owing to its diminutive 
bulk th© attraction of g ravitation is 
much less. M. 
Flammarion, the 
French astronomer is of the opinion 
that the conditions of life upon 
the planet Mars are very ag ree­ 
able; its g eog raphy, climate, the 
mouths of its g reat rivers, its immense 
canals, are very inviting , and the 
planet itself being older, smaller, 
lig hter in weig ht and more q uickly 
cooled than the earth, is further ad­ 
vanced in its astral, life, and presum­ 
ably contains intellig ent being s who 
are far superior to us. The weather 
on Mars is almost always fino. A 
prominent subject of spoculation 
just now is as to whsthor it will over 
be possible to establish communica­ 
tions with the inhabitants of Mars 
and other planets. 
Asaph Hall, a 
well known astronomer, g oes so far 
as to say that some day he expects to 
visit Mars; but M. Flammarion points 
out that even sig nalling , if it is possi- 
able, is likely to prove so very ex­ 
pensive that it can not be undertaken 
m earnest for many years. It should 
bo remembered, he wo ver, that in the 
history of prog ress the impossible of 
yesterday becomes the reality of to­ 
morrow. Interaatral communication 
may some throug h some new and un- ) 
expected discovery The idea of dis­ 
covering the chemical composition of 
the star was declared absurd by 
Aug ust Comte and other g reat think- I 
ers a few years before the analysis of 
the spectrum caused this revelation 
to fall from the sky.

J uly and August hav e always 
been bad mo nths fo r mo narch* and mil­ 
lio naires. ] ienry III o f Franee was « tabbed 
by J acques Clement o n Aug. 1, 1580, but 
Henry IV was assassinated o n May 14, 
1610. William II (Rufus) o f England was 
killed Aug. 2, 1100, but that might hav e 
been an accident. William o f Nassau, 
prince o f Orange and the Washingto n o f 
the Netherlands, was killed by Baltasar 
Gerard, J uly 10, 1584. and the list might 
be extended at great length. 
As to the great mo hs and rio ts in the 
United States o ne wo uld needs search a 
lo ng time to find o ne that o ccurred in co ld 
weather, and as to sudden and unacco unt­ 
able rev o lutio ns it is a co mmo nplace o f 
po litical philo so phy that they o ccur chiefly 
in warm climates. This makes it all the 
mo re remarkable that Russia sho uld Just 
no w be the land where nihilism flo urishes 
and central Euro pe the birthplace o f that 
frenzy which, fo r want o f a better name, 
is called anarchism. Alexander Berk man, 
who sho t and stabbed Mr. Frick, is briefly 
described as a Russian nihilist. 
No w in Russia this so rt o f thing may be 
excusable, as they hav e no o ther way to 
express tbelr sentiments, but in England, 
the United States and o ther free co untries 
that so rt o f thing is called murder and 
punished acco rdingly. 
Of Berkman all 
that is po sitiv ely kno wn is that be is o f 
Russian birth, but pro bably o f German 
blo o d; that he has been kno wn to a few 
peo ple in New Yo rk city as atramp printer 
and to o thers as a shirtmaker; that he af- 
fiHated with a little band o f mild eyed 
v isio naries, who met at 
Div isio n 
street to drink lieer and spo ut radicalism, 
and that he had a female co mpanio n named 
Emma Go ldman, a little wilder if anything 
than himself. 
Emma has figured in sev eral little dis 
turbances. At the last May Day celebra­ 
tio n o f the Central I^tbo r unio n in Unio n 
square she mo unted the truck and began a 
speech in German. As so o n as they under­ 
sto o d that she was preaching anarchism 
the managers attached the ho rse* to the 
truck and hauled it away, Emma descend­ 
ing so mewhat ungracefully to the gro und, 
to the great amusement o f the cro wd. She 
sav e that she and Berkman were married 
in Russia by the law o f nature. If so , she 
stands a fair chance o f beco ming a wido w 
In America by statute law.

They simply arouse 
a man or a family from sleep and m ete, 
out the punishment decided upon, which 
usually takes the form of a severe thrash 
lng .

The Planet Mars. 
The great sensation in astronomical 
circles at present is the planet Mars, 
says the Fargo Argus, which is now 
in opposition to the earth; that is to 
say the earth interpoee* itself directly 
between that planet and the sun 
Mara is smaller than the earth, its 
diameter being only about one half 
and its volume one-seventh that of 
our globe. It moves in a* orbit outside 
that of the earth, beiag aeveral million 
miles more distant from the sun; the 
distance now from the earth is only 
about 36,000,000 miles, which is 13,000,- 
000 I ess than when the two planets 
are farethesl apart- It happens that 
August 7th, was the time of the near­ 
est approch of the two worlds, and 
they will not be dose together again 
until the year 1909- But on aceeunt 
of the low southern declination of 
Mars observation from our nothera 
hemisphere (where the largest tele- 
soepes are) is now difficult. In 1894 
the planet will be further north, and 
thus im better position to be seen 
through the great Lick telescope, al­ 
though not quite so near, so that there 
will be plenty of time for careful ob­ 
servation. Mars is supposed to be 
more like the earth than any of the 
other heavenly bodies; that is, it has 
continents, seas, an atmosphere and 
clouds, but owing to its diminutive 
bulk the attraction of gravitation is 
much less. M. 
Flammarion, the 
French astronomer is of the opinion 
that the conditions of life upon 
the planet Mars are very agree­ 
able; its geography, climate, the 
mouths of its great rivers, its immense 
canals, are very inviting, and the 
planet itself being older, smaller, 
lighter im weight and more quickly 
cooled than the earth, is further ad­ 
vanced im its astral, life, and presum­ 
ably contains intelligent beings who 
are far superior to us. The weather 
on Mars is almost always tine. A 
prominent subject of speculation 
just now is as to whether it will ever 
be possible to establish communica­ 
tions with the inhabitants of Mars 
and other planets. 
Asaph Hall, a 
well known astronomer, goes so far 
as to say that some day he expects to 
visit Mars; but M. Flammarion points 
out that even signalling, if it is possi- 
able, is likely to prove so very ex­ 
pensive that it can not be undertaken 
in earnest for many years. It should 
bo remembered, hewever, that in the 
history of progress the impossible of 
yesterday becomes the reality of to­ 
morrow. In tor astral communication 
may tome through some new and un­ 
expected discovery The idea of dis­ 
covering the chemical composition of 
the star was declared absurd by 
August Comte and other great think­ 
ers a few years before the analysis of 
the spectrum caused this revelation 
to fall from the sky. The concentra­ 
tion of the best intellects learned in 
•astronomical lore, the best instru­ 
ments ever known, and unbounded 
enthusiam of discovery upon the 
problem may lead to results little 
dreamed of in the human philosophy 
of th* put or present.

Besides there is like­ 
wise always lacking that greatest safe­ 
guard of hifman rights—responsibility ol 
the "corrector,” lf wrong, to some higher 
power. 
In the wild days when stout hearted pio­ 
neers were fighting Indians, cyclones, prai­ 
rie fires, drought and grasshoppers In a 
determined effort to build up the west, 
there came into existence bands of men 
who devoted their equestrian ability to the 
stealing of the horses owned by the strag­ 
gling farmers. 
The law’s delays, even 
after law was nominally established, were 
in those days absolutely heartrending, and 
legal process was really the next thing td 
an impossibility. So on the theory that 
"necessity knows no law” the sons of, the 
soil concluded to do a little organising on

Evidently there is something iu it. It is 
an old saying among police authorities, 
and one clearly proved by statistics, that 
in summer there are most crimes against 
the person and in winter most against 
property. July ami August have always 
been bad months for monarchs and mil­ 
lionaires. I leary III of France was stabbed 
by Jacques Clement on Aug. I, 1580, but 
Henry IV was assassinated on May 14, 
1610. William II (Rufus) of England was 
killed Aug. 2, HOO, but that might have 
been an occident. William of Nassau, 
prince of Orange and the Washington of 
the Netherlands, was killed by Baltasar 
Gerard, July IO, 1584, and the list might 
be extended at great length. 
As to the great mobs and riots in the 
United States one would needs search a 
long time to find one that occurred in cold 
weather, and as to sudden and unaccount­ 
able revolutions it is a commonplace of 
political philosophy that they occur chiefly 
in warm climates. This makes it all the 
more remarkable that Russia should Just 
now be the land where nihilism flourishes 
and central Europe the birthplace of that 
frenzy which, for want of a better name, 
is called anarchism. Alexander Berkman, 
who shot and stabbed Mr. Frick, is briefly 
described as a Russian nihilist. 
Now in Russia this sort of thing maybe 
excusable, as they have no other way to 
express their sentiments, but in England, 
the United States and other free countries 
that sort of thing is called murder and 
punished accordingly. Of Berkman all 
that is positively known is that he is of 
Russian birth, but probably of German 
blood; that he has been known to a few 
people in New York city as a tramp printer 
and to others as a shirtmaker; that he af­ 
filiated with a little band of mild eyed 
visionaries, who met at 
Division 
street to drink beer and spout radicalism, 
and that he had a female companion named 
Emma Goldman, a little wilder if anything 
than himself. 
Emma has figured in several little dis­ 
turbances. At the last May Day celebra­ 
tion of the Central Labor union in Union 
square she mounted the truck and began a 
speech in German. As soon as t hey under­ 
stood that she was preaching anarchism 
the managers attached the horses to the 
truck and hauled it away, Emma descend­ 
ing somewhat ungracefully to the ground, 
to the great amusement of the crowd. She 
says that she and Berkman were married 
iii Russia by the law of nature. If so, she 
stands a fair chance of becoming a widow 
in America by statute law.

“I think H. Jay Smith's investiga­ 
tions of tile and int cliff dwellings 
about the most interesting thing I 
ever read," said a prominent man the 
other day, “but I own that I have not 
yet a clear idea of how these homes 
appear in the cliffs, nor how they are 
constructed." The difficulty in pic­ 
tures of them, is expressing the depth 
back into tho cliff*, but this cut gives 
a fair idea. Generally the houses are 
much further from the top or bottom 
of the canon than these which are per­ 
haps 50 feet below the top of the 
“rim-rock;” but in 
this case they 
are protected by a fortification oppo- 
posite them, across the canon, which 
is here but IOO feet wide. Usually, the 
cliff dwellings were built trom 500 to 
1,500 feet from the top or bottom of 
the canon and in the most inaccessi­ 
ble places obtainable. They 
were 
reached by terrible trails, by swinging 
ropes and lad lers, and two or three 
have been 
discovered 
which 
no 
man has yet succeeded in reaching. 
How the pre-histories managed it is 
one 
of the things that no fellow 
knows,

Trio 
cliffs are 
of sandstone, originally 
almost 
white, but now 
beauti­ 
fully colored 
yellow, 
brown, 
and

cliffs. 
Into these, huge boulders fall 
or enormous chips of the bluff itself 
slip.

I stone and so hard that in many eases

Bustle of an English Wedding. 
Long before an out-of-town wedding 
In England the whole country round 
about is active. There is ii great 
amount of cleaning and scrubbing of 
faces among 
the small folks and 
w ashing of Sunday clothes. The land 
Is scoured for miles for posies, which 
are strewn in the happy bride’s path 
only, for of course the house and 
church are decorated from the con­ 
tents of the hot houses. The carriage 
in which the bridegroom brings his 
bride home in triumph is trimmed 
with white ribbons and huge nosegays 
of white flowers are seen on the foot­ 
man and coachmen and also on the 
horses. Friends come for miles in a 
special railway carriage. According 
to tile New York Journal they do not 
pay their own fare, ashasbeen known 
to happen here on such occasions. As 
the ceremony usually occurs before 
cr about noon most of them can en­ 
joy a day’s outing, if the weather per­ 
mits, on the green, where dancing is 
indulged in; if not, on the wide veranda 
inclosed in glass.

The Loa Brid^^. 
’(/lie Eaa viaduct is believed to lie 
the highest railway viaduct in the 
wprld, being til,ODD f et abovetlie sea 
level. It was completed io 1880. The 
structure spans the Led of the river 
Loa, a very deep ravine with precipi­ 
tous sides. AII the iron work of the 
frame of the viaduct had to be lower­ 
ed into the ravine from above.

J. J. Howe & Co.’« Men Strike for 
Ten Hours.—The Demand 
Not 
Granted and flit* Mill« 
bhu: Dur. n. 


No Serious Trouble Anticipated. 
On Wednesday a petition was pre­ 
sented to J. J. Howe, which is pub­ 
lished below, signed by 106 out of the 
130 men employed by tho firm of J. 
J. Howe & Co., asking that ths hours 
be reduced from elev en to ten with no 
reduction in wages, and Mr. Howe 
was asked to giv e tbs man an answer 
by Friday ev ening. The following is 
the petition : 
B r ain e r d , Minn., Aug. 10, 1892. 
To J. J. Howe A Co., 
Brainerd, Minn : 
Gentlemen: We, the undersigned 
employes of your firm, working in 
your saw mill in the abov e named 
city, 
respectfully request that the 
hours of labor in said mill be reduced 
to ten hours per day, without reduc­ 
tion of wages. 
We urge the justice 
and practicability of such reduction 
for the reasons herein set forth: 
1. Our employment is of such a 
laborious character that a day longer 
than ten hours is too heav y a strain 
upon our strength and endurance, and 
makes the burdens of life greater than 
any working man should be required 
to endure. 
2. The condition of the lumber 
trade is at present v ery encouraging 
for manufacturers, the trade journals 
reporting higher prices. Increased de­ 
mand, and prospects of still further 
improv ement. 
We would respect­ 
fully submit that the prosperity of the 
mill owners ought to result in giv ing 
their employes relief from that portion 
of their day’s toil which is in excess 
of the usual length of time worked per 
day in nearly ev ery line of manufac­ 
ture in the country, especially in v iew 
of the fact that saw mill work is more 
arduous than the work required in the 
most of other lines of manufacture. 
S. We appeal for relief on the 
ground, also, that the spirit of these 
modern times giv es us reason to ask 
that the interests of our families and 
our home life, and that our opportun­ 
ities for rest and improv ement, l*e 
considered, and that we be no longer 
required to work so many hours per 
day that the burden and strain of 
excessiv e toil depriv es us of the ability 
to find time free from fatigue for 
mental improv ement and the ordinary 
recreation and enjoyments of life.

Howe stepped oat of the office and 
addressed the mea, stating that he 
had carefully perused their petition 
and had considered it from ev ery 
point of v iew bat that he was nnable 
to accede to the reqaeet. In support 
of the argument he stated that the 
product of his Brainerd mills were 
placed upon the same market as that 
of the mills of Little Falls, Cloquet, 
Superior and Duluth, and as those 
mills all worked elev en hoars it would 
be saicidal for him to attempt to do 
business on the ten hoar system sad 
compete with mills which ran elev en 
hoars. He stated that he would like 
to retain all the men who were now 
workink for him, bat that he “had no 
string on them nor they on him” and 
if it was their determinination to 
work ten hoars or qait he would giv e 
them their time and endeav or to fill 
their places with other men. He also 
stated that he had been m communi­ 
cation with the milling companies of 
the towns named and that he was cer­ 
tain that they worked elev en hours, 
but did not hav e the telegrams with 
him. 
After he mads this statsmont tho 
men began to disperse and the deter­ 
mination was “ten hours or no saw­ 
dust” as expressed by sev eral, and a 
meeting was held on Front street 
west last ev ening by the employes to 
determine on their fatare action. 
The men expressed their willingness 
to fight it out on the line began. It 
is probable that they will remain 
firm. Another meeting will be held 
this ev ening. 
The men deny that elev en hours is 
a day’s work in the places mentioned 
except Little Falls, and a telegram 
was receiv ed by the committee this 
morning from Cloquet stating that 
ten hours was a day’s work there aad 
ov ertime paid for extra. 
The mill has been idle today and 
will probably remain so for some time 
unless the matter is satisfactorily 
adjusted.

J. Howe & Co., asking that the hours 
be reduced from eleven to ten with no 
reduction in wages, and Mr. Howe 
was asked to give the men an answer 
by Friday evening. The following is 
the petition: 
B rainerd, Minn., Aug. IO, 1892. 
To J. J. Howe A Co., 
Brainerd, Minn: 
Gentlemen: We, the undersigned 
employes of your firm, working in 
your saw mill in the above named 
city, 
respectfully request that the 
hours of labor in said mill be reduced 
to ten hours per day, without reduc­ 
tion of wages. We urge the justice 
and practicability of such reduction 
for the reasons herein set forth: 
1. Our employment is of such a 
laborious character that a day longer 
than ten hours is too heavy a strain 
upon our strength and endurance, and 
makes the burdens of life greater than 
any working man should be required 
to endure. 
2. The condition of the lumber 
trade is at present very encouraging 
for manufacturers, the trade journals 
reporting higher prices, increased de­ 
mand, and prospects of still further 
improvement. 
We would respect­ 
fully submit that the prosperity of the 
mill owners ought to result in giving 
their employes relief from that portion 
of their day’s toil which is in excess 
of the usual length of time worked per 
day in nearly every line of manufac­ 
ture in the country, especially in view 
of the fact that saw mill work is more 
arduous than the work required in the 
most of other lines of manufacture. 
3. We appeal for relief -on the 
ground, also, that the spirit of these 
modern times gives us raison to ask 
that the interests of our families and 
our home life, and that our opportun­ 
ities for rest and improvement, be 
considered, and that we be no longer 
required to work so many hours per 
day that the burden and strain of 
excessive toil deprives us of the ability 
to find time free from fatigue for 
mental improvement and the ordinary 
recreation and enjoyments of life. 
Believing that you cannot fail to see 
the justice of our appeal, we respect­ 
fully subscribe our names. 
Mr. Howe sent word te hie employes 
to meet him at the mill office in tho 
yard at the close of the day’s work 
yesterday, and accordingly they as­ 
sembled there at 6 o’clock.

Howe stepped eat of the office end 
addressed the mea, stating that he 
had carefully perused their petition 
and had considered it from every 
point of view bat that he was unable 
to accede to the request.

He stated that he would like 
to retain all the men who were now 
workink for him, but that he “had no 
string on them nor they en him” and 
if it was their determininatien to 
work ten hours or quit he would give 
them their time and endeavor to fill 
their places with other men. 
He also 
stated that he had been in communi­ 
cation with the milling companies of 
the towns named and that he was cer­ 
tain that they worked eleven hours, 
but did not have the telegrams with 
him. 
After he made this statement tho 
men began to disperse and the deter­ 
mination was “ten hours or no saw­ 
dust” as expressed by several, and a 
meeting was held on Front street 
west last evening by the employes to 
determine on their future action. 
The men expressed their willingness 
to fight it out on the line begun. It 
is probable that they will remain 
firm. Another meeting will be held 
this evening. 
The men deny that eleven hours is 
a day’s work in the places mentioned 
except Little Falls, and a telegram 
was received by the committee this 
morning from Cloquet stating that 
ten hours was a day’s work there and 
overtime paid for extra. 
The mill has been idle today and 
will probably remain so for some time 
unless the matter is satisfactorily 
adjusted.

Tlie Planet Mars. 
The great sensation in astronomical 
circles at present is the planet Mars, 
says the Fargo Argus, which is now 
in opposition to the earth; that is to 
say tho earth interposes itself directly 
between that planet and the sun. 
Mara is smaller than the earth, its 
diameter being only about one half 
and its volume one-seventh that of 
our globe. It moves in aa orbit outside 
that of the earth, being several million 
miles more distant from the sun; the 
distance now from the earth is only 
about 36,000,000 miles, which is 13,000,- 
000 less than when the two planets 
are farethest apart. It happens that 
August 7th, was the time of the near­ 
est approch of the two worlds, and 
they will not be close together again 
until the year 1909. But on account 
of the low soathern declination of 
Mars observation from our nothern 
hemisphere (where the largest tele- 
scepes are) is now difficult. In 1894 
the planet will be farther north, and 
thus in better position to be seen 
through the great Lick telescope, al­ 
though not quite so near, so that there 
will be plenty of time for careful ob­ 
servation. Mars is supposed to be 
more like the earth than any of the 
other heavenly bodies; that is, it has 
continents, seas, an atmosphere and 
clouds, but owing to its diminutive 
bulk the attraction of gravitation is 
much less. M. 
Flammarion, the 
French astronomer is of the opinion 
that the conditions of life upon 
the planet Mars are very agree­ 
able; its geography, climate, the 
mouths of its great rivers, its immense 
canals, are very inviting, and the 
planet itself being older, smaller, 
lighter in weight and more quickly 
cooled than the earth, is further ad­ 
vanced in its astral, life, and presum­ 
ably contains intelligent beings who 
are far superior to us. The weather 
on Mars is almest always fine. A 
prominent subject of speculation 
just now is as to whether it will ever 
be possible to establish communica­ 
tions with the inhabitants of Mars 
and other planets. 
Asaph Hall, a 
well known astronomer, goes so far 
as to say that some day he expects to 
visit Mars; but M. Flammarion points 
out that even signalling, if it is possi- 
able, is likely to prove so very ex­ 
pensive that it can not be undertaken 
in earnest for many years. It should 
be remembered, however, that in the 
history of progress the impossible of 
yesterday becomes the reality of to­ 
morrow. Interastral communication 
may tome through some new and un­ 
expected discovery The idea of dis­ 
covering the chemical composition of 
the star was declared absurd by 
August Comte and other great think­ 
ers a few years before the analysis of 
the spectrum caused this reve]ation 
to fall from the sky. The concentra­ 
tion of the best intellects learned in 
■astronomical lore, the best instru­ 
ments ever known, and unbounded 
enthusiam of discovery upon the 
S 
roblem may lead to results little 
reamed of in the human philosophy 
of the put or present,

This makes it all the 
more rem arkable th a t Russia should Just 
now be the land where nihilism flourishes 
and central Europe the birthplace of th at 
frenzy which, for w*ant of a better name, 
is called anarchism. Alexander Berkman, 
who shot and stabbed Mr. Frick, is briefly 
described as a Russian nihilist. 
Now in Russia this sort of thing may be 
excusable, as they have no other way to 
express their sentim ents, but in England, 
the United States and other free countries 
th a t sort of thing Is called m urder and 
punished accordingly. 
Of Berkm an all 
th a t is positively known is th a t he is of 
Russian birth, but probably of German 
blood; th a t lie has been known to a few 
people in New York city as atram p printer 
and to others as a shirtm aker, th a t he af­ 
filiated with a little band of mild eyed 
visionaries, who met at 125V£ Division 
street to drink beer and spout radicalism, 
and th at he had a female companion named 
Em m a Goldman, a little wilder if anything 
than himself. 
Emma has figured in several little dis­ 
turbances. A t the last May Day celebra­ 
tion of the Central Labor union in Union 
square she mounted the truck and began a 
speech in German. As soon as they under­ 
stood th a t she was preaching anarchism 
the managers attached the horses to the 
truck and hauled it away, Em m a descend­ 
ing somewhat ungracefully to the ground, 
to the great am usem ent of the crowd. She 
says th at she and Berkm an were married 
in Russia by the law of nature. If so, she 
stands a fair chance of becoming a widow 
iu America by statute law.

These people generally call them ­ 
selves W hite Cap^, and instead of uphold­ 
ing the law, as they pretend to do, they 
skulk about like yelping curs a t m idnight, 
in their constant efforts to violate it, and j 
in the attem pt to evade its operation wear 
masks upon their faces th a t they may not 
be recognized by their hapless victims. 
Such creatures—they cannot lie called men 
—are cravens, pure and simple, and can­ 
not inspire adm iration in the breast of 
even the most voracious dim e novel fiend, 
for they do not fight.

T h e difficulty in pic­ 
tu re s of them , is expressing th e d ep th 
back in to th e cliffs, b u t th is cu t gives 
a fair idea. 
G enerally th e houses a re 
m uch fu rth e r from th e to p o r b o tto m

No Serious Trouble Anticipated. 
On Wednesday a petition was pre­ 
sented to J. J. Howe, which is pub­ 
lished below, signed by 108 out of the 
130 men employed by the firm of J. 
J. Howe & Co., asking that the hours 
be reduced from eleven to ten with no 
reduction in wages, and Mr. Howe 
was asked to give the men an answer 
by Friday evening. The following is 
the petition: 
B r a in e r d , Minn., Aug. 10, 1892. 
To J. J. Howe & Co., 
Brainerd, M inn: 
Gentlemen: We, the undersigned 
employes of your firm, working in 
your saw mill in the above named 
city, 
respectfully request that the 
hours of labor in said mill be reduced 
to ten hours per day, without reduc­ 
tion of wages. 
We urge the justice 
and practicability of such reduction 
for the reasons herein set forth: 
1. Our employment is of such a 
laborious character that a day longer 
than ten hours is too heavy a strain 
upon our strength and endurance, and 
makes the burdens of life greater than 
any working man should be required 
to endure. 
2. The condition of the lumber 
trade is at present very encouraging 
for manufacturers, the trade journals 
reporting higher prices, increased de­ 
mand, and prospects of still further 
improvement. 
We would respect­ 
fully submit that the prosperity of the 
mill owners ought to result in giving 
their employes relief from that portion 
of their day’s toil which is in excess 
of the usual length of time worked per 
day in nearly every line of manufac­ 
ture in the country, especially in view 
of the fact that saw mill work is more 
arduous than the work required in the 
most of other lines of manufacture. 
3. 
We appeal for relief on the 
ground, also, that the spirit of these 
modern times gives us reason to ask 
that the interests of our families and 
our home life, and that our opportun­ 
ities for rest and improvement, be 
considered, and that we be no longer 
required to work so many hours per 
day that the burden and strain of 
excessive toil deprives us of the ability 
to find time free from fatigue for 
mental improvement and the ordinary 
recreation and enjoyments of life. 
Believing that you cannot fail to see 
the justice of our appeal, we respect­ 
fully subscribe our names. 
Mr. How* sent word te his employes 
to meet him at the mill office in the 
yard at the close of the day’s work 
yesterday, and accordingly they as­ 
sembled there 
at 6 o’clock. 
Mr. 
Howe stepped eat of tho office and 
addressed the men, stating that he 
had carefully perused their petition 
and had considered it from every 
point of view but that he wa* unable 
to accede to the request. 
In support 
of the argum ent he stated that the 
product of his Brainerd mill* were 
placed upon the same market as that 
of the mills of Little Falls, Cloquet, 
Superior aod Duluth, and aa those 
mills all worked eleven hours it would 
be suicidal for him to attempt to do 
business on the ten hour system aad 
compete with mills which run eleven 
hours. 
He stated that he would like 
to retain all the men who were now 
workink for him, but that he “had no 
string on them nor they on him” and 
if it was their determininatien to 
work ten hours or quit he would give 
them their time and endeavor to fill 
tfieir places with other men. 
He also 
stated that he had been in communi­ 
cation with the milling companies of 
the towns named and that he was cer­ 
tain that they worked eleven hours, 
but did not have the telegrams with 
him. 
After he made this statement the 
men began to disperse and the deter­ 
mination was “ten hours or no saw­ 
dust” as expressed by several, and a 
meeting was held on Front street 
west last evening by the employes to 
determine on their future action. 
The men expressed their willingness 
to fight it out on the line begun. 
It 
is probable that they will remain 
firm. 
Another meeting will be held 
this evening. 
The men deny that eleven hours is 
a day’s work in the places mentioned 
except Little Falls, and a telegram 
was received by the committee this 
morning from Cloquet stating that 
ten hours was a day’s work there aad 
overtime paid for extra. 
The mill has been idle today and 
will probably remain so for some time 
unless the matter is satisfactorily 
adjustod.
